'flu*  ml  rodnctiuM  of  gas  and  water  into 
the  town,  the  presence  of  efficient  tire 
companies,  and  the  increasing  Iteuuty  of 
our  v  illage,  due  to  tlie  building  of  hard 
roads  ami  goo# I  sidewalks,  and  the  lietter 
i", ire  of  the  pulilie  grounds,  as  well  as  pri¬ 
vate  impnivemeiits,  a  third  great  emxJtir- 
agement  to  capital,  which  is  pmverhially 
timid.  Nor  are  we  as  likely  to  sutler 
from  the  present  business  depression  as 
more  fashionable  places  where  rents  are 
higher  and  living  more  expensive.  In 
ilull  tiim*s  seekers  of  health  and  pleasure 
remain  near  the  larger  cities,  where  fa¬ 
cilities  of  travel  are  abundant  and  ex- 
jm 'list's  low.  A  bit  of  water,  or  a  stretch 
of  pretty  lamlsea|>c  will  always  attract, 
when  combined  wit  h  city  eomlbrts.  With 
proper  enterprise  ii|m>m  the  part  of  our 
real  estate  owners  and  builders  the  next 
five  years  will  show  a  larger  per  cent,  of 
growth  thatibhc  last.

v#*aleil.  Wluitever  of  truth  there  may 
be  in  tin'  these  various  theories,  it  is  cer¬ 
tain.  that  when  put  into  practice,  they 
in  many  respects  mislead  and  confuse. 
We  believe  that  it  has  remained  tor  t is, 
(though  we  make  the  claim  with  great 
modesty),  to  discover  a  method  of  ascer¬ 
taining  the  true  character  of  a  man, 
which  when  put  to  the  test  in  a  great 
majority  of  eases  succeeds. 

This  method  we  havedubbed.  for  lack 
of  a  Ix'tter  name  ‘‘Sidevvalkology". 

The  theory  briefly  state# l  is,  that  into 
no  other  structure  di*L*s  a  man  so  com¬ 
pletely  build  himself,  as  in  tlie  sidewalk 
that  he  lays  in  front  of  his  property,  and 
that  by  carefully  observing  his  sidewalk 
you  can  discover  his  character. 

To  apply  it;  if  you  ttnd  a  sidewalk,  of 
whatever  material,  well  made,  of  good 
w  idth,  well  eared  tor  and  dean,  you  can 
be  smv  that  the  owner  ofthat  walk  Is  a 
man  who  does  what  he  undertakes  well, 
that  he  is  a  man  of  some  breadth  of  view, 
t hat  lie  has  regard  lor  the  well  lieing  of 
his  fellows,  in  short  that  he  is  a  good  pit- 
ixen. 

If  on  the  contrary  you  find,  a  sidewalk 
one  l»oard  wide,  and  that  rotten,  or  full 
of  loose  lioards  to-trip  the  unwary  pedes¬ 
trian,  or  tilled  w  ith  holes,  containing  duck 
ponds  in  summer;  and  skating  rinks  in 
winter,  go  mark  the  owner  of  that  side¬ 
walk  well,  you  w  ill  find  him  a  man  of  one 
idea,  and  that  a  bad  one,  1^11  an  who  in 
his  dealings  with  his  fellows  will  put 
snares  m  their  paths,  a  slippery  fellow, 
a  man  with  no  regard  lor  the  rights  of 
his  fellows,  a  mean  man. 

These  are  only  a  few  and  the  most  ob¬ 
vious  applications  ol  this  theory.  Hut
